WHY TAXES GO UP 

If you examined your tax bill when It was 
rendered last year you mast have noticed that 
it inrUidt'd a stalement in detail of the uses to 
which tlie taxpayers' money is applied. The 
rate for 1929 wa.s $28. Of this, .$1.80 wa-s the 
levy for the exjx-nses of the county and $2 for 
Bo.ston'.s .sliai-e of the upkeep of the services 
rendered by the .state. The largest item in the 
.state as,ses.sment was for the metropolitsin park 
.system. The appropriation.s for the city were 
more than $63,000,000, of which almost $20.- 
(100,000 was for the public .schools, and the ne.\t 
large.st Hem was nearly $!>.000.000 for jjublic 
works. The tax rate lor the city it.seU was 
$24,20. 

Now these approi)ii;dinns are never the 
same year after year, and it is Ix-caii.se the e.\- 
pondilures fluctuate according to need that the 
tax rate goe.s \ip and comes down from time 
to time. There is to be an increase this year 
probably of something like $3 per $1000, 
EnouRh of the jtem.s that go into the computa- 
tion are now available to warrant that deduc- 
tion, but not until all the item,"! are known can 
the exact rale Ix" announced. 

The increa.ses i:i appropriations which wlU 
go into the rate may be cla,s.sifled under eight 
general divisions. Let us consider them In 
order. First there wa.s a shrinkage at the ojjen- 
ing of the year In the amount of "free ca.sh" In 
the treasury. The unexpended amoimt in the 
keeping of the trea.surer in January. 1929, wa.s 
about $2.7.'50,000; last .January only $884 000. and 
this difference of $1.86R.000 In free cash means 
a dilfeicnce of 93 cent.s i)er $1000 in the levy 
upon the taxpayer. 

An Hicrea.se in the appropriation for land.s 
and buildings for schools account.s for an ad- 
ditional f)8 cent.s in the tax rate. It should l)e 
kept in mind that, under our dual system of 
(fovernment, the city administration has no 
control over the.se charges, that the .school cx- 
IX'nditures are regulated by statute. The 
Legislature last .vear authorized a financial 
program for the expenditure of $3,500,000, of 
which $1,000,000 wa.s to be .si>ent in 1929 and 
the balance this year. This $2,500,000, to- 
gether with other charges of $1,300,000, or 
$3,800,000 In all. accoiuit for this part of the 
school rate increase. Rut there Is an Increase 
of 25 cents also to be charged against the 
.schools. The school committee thl.s year ob- 
tained from the Legislature an Increa.se In It.s 
tax limit from $8,28 as of 1929 fo .$8.53. Thus 
the schools are responsible this year for a total 
lncrea.se In the tax rate of 93 cents. 

Next come the additions to the pay rolls. 
The.se "personal service requirements" make r 
difference of 57 cents In the rate. Tender our 
s.ysfpin. salary Increa.ses are grant<-d and new 
positions are estahli.':hed n.s of Jtine 1 nn ar- 
bitrary date selected liecause often the tax 
limit is not fixed tmtll .sometime In May. Tlitis 
th" treasury each year has to finance only 
seven-twelfths of these new charges, and the 
costs of the other five months constitute what 
City Hall calls the "overlay." which goes over 
into the budget nf the ensuing year. The total 
co.st nf the 1930 overlay and the increa.ses and 
new pasitions created by Mayor Curley amounts 
to about $1,100,000, and about two-thirds of 
this total l.s for the overlay. 

The sr>ecial highway and sewerage appropria- 
tions make a diffrrence of 43 cents In the rate. 
It i.s here that the extensive street improve- 
ments, paving, widening, extending, and th« 
like, come Into the picture. The Ijegislature for 
■several years has required that a tenth of the 
amount of bond l.ssues for such ptirpcses must ij 
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come out of taxation, and that the term for 
paving bonds shall be limited to five years and 
not ten a-s the inayor desired. The charge for 
these purpo.se.s tlils year will be ll, 150,000 a-s 
against $305,000 in 1929. 

There are three other Items. For such pur- 
poses as public welfare work and .soldiers' re- 
lief, an added levy of 21 cents will be renuired, 
an increa.se which may in part at least be due 
to unemployment. Due to the tendency "on 
the Hill" to shorten the term for which loans 
outside the debt limit will be authorized, an 
added 14 cents will be needed for the debt re- 
quiretnents of the city. Finally, .several ap- 
propriations have been mivde for what broadly 
may be termed tercentenary,' needs: $75,000 for 
conventions imder the new law lately pa.s.sed, 
$25,000 more than usual for public celebrations, 
making $100,000 in all, and $25,000 to be u.sed 
chiefly for the celebrations In Roxbury and 
Dorchester. These Hems account for an in- 
crease of 9 cents in the rate. 

Against this total Increase of $3.35 some off- 
sets mu.st l)e considered. There should be some 
gains in valuations; every Increase of $1,000,000 
In values means a redtictlon of 1 15 cents in 
the rate. There will be .some decrea.se in the 
.state tax. The motor exci.se will yield some- 
thing. There also are some uncertain items for 
which the city must wait a while yet. the 
amotmt of the metropolitan assessment.s, the 
cost of the pen.'ion accumulation fund, and the 
revenue from the income tax.

Maj'oj- Curley Approves uf 
Albany-st Projoct 



Strcrt, uiflpiiiiij:; projects in Bobtoii 
were unfolded by various depart nient.-i 
and commission lieudn at a largrly 
attendee! conference in the oflicc of 
Mayor Curley yesterday. While M;iyor 
Curley displayed interest in all of "the 
projects, it was apparent that the 
making of Alhaiiy .st from KneelanU 
Ft to Massacliusett.s.. av an 80-fool, 
two-way street had his approval for 
immediate action. 

It would require the rebuilding and 
wodenlnj,' of the bridRo at Broadway, 
neces.sitatiiii.; an expense of .$80,(XK). At 
present it is narrow and because ol 
trallic rules in one-way resulting in 
heavy trucklnp beinp sent over Broad- 
way to Trcfficont st and thence to 
Stuart .st, cau.sinp conge.-stion. Tho 
widening exjiense v.-iil not be great 
and the principal item will be the re- 
moval or the Boston & Albany H. R. 
freight Khcds. wiilch, i* Is said, would 
be comparatively inexpen.>ilve. 

Henry I, Harrimnn, president of the 
Boston Chamber (jf Commerce, sug- 
gested a viaduct from Broadway, 
which would connect with the East 
Boston tunnel. Tho propo.sal inter- 
ested the Mayor, who did not question 
its value, but in his opinion the Al- 
bany-st widening is a moic pressing 
need. 

The Metropolitan Planning Board 
vecommende dtho resurfacing of 
■Mountforil st to Beacon at, with a 
slight widening of the exirves. This 
met with the approval of Commissioner 
Rourke, who agreed that the widen- ' 
iiigs would not be co.=!tly. 

A plan for a traflic circle at Park- 
way, ijoylston hi and Audubon ro.<d 
wiiich would jiiake the latter a one- 
^vay thoroughfare w;ts ufTercd by Park 
(Commissioner William P. Long. It 
is intended to relieve congestion at 
that point. 

The Street Conimls.tlon did not ap- 
piovc a widening to 80 feet, Harvari 
.':t from the L.arz Anderson Bridge t-) 
Western av, .and from that point 60 
feet to Cambridge st, Brighton. Chair- 
man Hurley of the Board of Street 
Commis.sioners said his commission 
had made a study of such a proiHisi- 
lion.

Sends V^igorous Protest to 

Senate— Says Hub Must 

Have Water 



Mayor Curley sent a vigorous jirotest 
to the United States Senate, today, 
against the propo,sed amendment to tiie 
current rivers and harbor bill, intro- 
duced liy Senator Walcott, and forbid- 
ding tile diversion of wal,er for any pur- 
jiose from the Connecticut river or U.s 
tributaries. 

"The obvious purpose nf this amend- 
ment," said the mayor "is to prevent 
the city of Boston from taking an ab- 
.solutely essential supply of pure drink- 
ing water from the Ware river and tlie 
Swift river, tributaries of tlie Connecti- 
cut river lying wliolly, within the Com- 
moiiweaith of MassachiLsetts. 

"The population of Metropolitan Bos- 
ton is nearly l„^00,fl00. It is fast out- 
growing its present water supply and 
unlco-s an aditional supply is olVtalned 
by 1931 from the Ware river, under 
construction now going forward, the 
citizen.s of this community will be faced 
with a very severe shortage." 

The mayor added tliat the engineers 
nf the War Department liave approved 
the diversion of water from tiu^ Con- 
necticut river and liave reported that 
navig,ition will not be adversely afTected. 
"In view of ihe fact that navigation 
on the river will not be dauiagcd" 
continued the maym- "the attempt by 
the Senator from Connecticut to otitain 
a congressional iirohibitlon of the di- 
version can be regarded only as a selfish 
attempt on the part of tile State of 
Connecticut to prevent the citizens of 
Boston from having a water supply 
whicli Is essential to their health and 
liraspenty."

The belief has gained 
strength that the preliminary report of 
the finance commLssinn contained no 
fact.'! which wan-anied cither the drastic 
recommendation /or an immediate re- 
organization or justified immediate 
action to remove Englerl. 

DEFKNDS PR.ACTICES 

HLs report declared that he wa,'; not 
conscious of any improjx>r practices in 
the award of contracts for painting; 
Curtl.s hall, city hall and cttv hall 
atuiex, and that he wa.s not gu'iltv of 
flagrant violatlon.s of .<.tat\itory "and 
c hai-t.-'r provisions commanding iiim In 
tile copies of contracts and orders for 
work and materials with the city clerk 
and city auditor. 

While Englert wa,>i defending himself, 
finance commi.sslon investigators were 
engaged in a thorough examination of 
the old Church .street fire station, which 
v.a.s renovated and altered to i)rovide 
f(uarters for the municipal emplovment 
bureau and Sinclair post of the 
.American Legion. 

The purpo.se of the Investigators was 
not disclosed but. they made an ex-

It was jilsn reijorled that the commis- 
sion might revive Inquiry into certain 
matters alTecting Supt Englert which 
occurred during the Nichols admini- 
stration and which relate principally to 
the purcha.se of furniture for municipal 
buildings. 

Englert made mild complaint In his 
rcjxnt to. the mayor that, the finance 
commi.ssion cho.sr to question the ,:,.cf 
clerk of his department instead of con- 
sulting him about matters with which 
the commi-^sion found reason to express 
dissatisfaction.

Day asserted, were that 
the New Haven road was cutting rates 
for combination sleamship-truckin..^ 
service and that the railroad's contrJl 
ot its steamship line was a violation of 
the Panama Canal act. 

The New Haven road was granted 
temporary permission to operate th 
New FJngland Steamship Linesi as nn 
emergency measure in 1918, Day said.

John P. Enplert, superintendent of 
public buildinRK, criticized in a report 
by the Finance C^ommisilon made pub- 
lic Monday, yesterday defended his 
position in a statement to Mayor Cur-

In his statement Mr Englert de- 
clared that every order or contract 
approved by him during his adminis- 
tration had hiy honest Judgment and 
he believed that they were performed 
efhcicntly and economically. He also 
said he appreciated and sincerely wel- 
comed any constructive criticism of 
his department by the Finance Com- 
mission, or any individual or org.-i nida- 
tion, and was always ready to co- 
operate for the benefit of tho depart- 
ment or the general public. 

Concerning allegations that the 
ordinance regarding the advertising of 
bids for contracts of 51000 or more was 
evaded by giving several <>ontracts for 
less than that amount without adv 
tising, Mr Englert

"Curtis Hall— The 5605 painting con- 
tract was done in tho boiler room. 
This boiler room was badly in need 
of painting, not having been painted 
for at least 15 years, aei'ordiiig to the 
memory of the oldest employe in the 
building. Checking up of 
and material on this job revealed to 
my inspector that the contractor would 
be fortunate If ho made both ends 
meet. 

"The same contractor performed an- 
other .lob in tho building, painting 
stairways, etc, for the sum of .$185. 
This was done at a time when it 
would not interfere witli the coming 
and going of the general public. 

"Another painter did the painting 
on parts of the fymnasitim and the 
room containing the swimming pool, 
at a cost of ?9S5. Thi.s Job was also 
'done at such times as it would not 
interfere with tho proper functioning 
of the various activities of the build- 
ing. 

"It might be possible that painting 
Jobs such as these could be grouped 
together. But it has been found from 
past experience, extending for nviny 
years prior to my administration, that 
such work could not be done in any 
reasonable length of time, c.wept by 
resorting to overtime work, which 
would entail considerably more ex- 
pense. If not done during overtime 
hours. It would bo detrimental and ob- 
jectionable to the proper functioning 
of such organizations as the Family 
Welfare So<'iety, Health Department 
nurses, Baby Clinics, Community 
Health Association, .Jamaica I'lain Dis- 
pensary, the swimming pool and the 



approximately -16 years of service in 
the city, was not acquainted with this 
re(|Uireinent ; and no official in the 
city and no einiilnyo ever brouglit this 
requirement to in.V attention.

The auditor did not provide a. torra 
for a fourth copy, and no one in my 
department, for many years past, ever 
knew or assumed tliat a fourth copy 
should be sent to any oflicial of lIio 
city. These triplicate forms snte- 
datcd my administration. No intent or 
attempt was ever made to avoid or 
evade any law or regulation; and the 
auditor did not revise these triplicate 
forms, or require or advise an.vbcdy 
in my department to send a copy to 
the city clerk. Immediately upon learn- 
ing of the requirement I arrangei for 
such copy of all orders to be sent to 
the city clerk. 

Records for City Clerk 

"Contracts exceeding $1000 have al- 
ways been sent to the city clerk; but 
it was never known or assumed lliat 
copies of orders on proposals for work 
must bo filed with the city clerk. The 
records of the city clerk's office will 
show that the same practice in this 
respect which I have followed has been 
followed by practi.ally every other af- 
ficial in the municipal service. 

"Auditor's Copy— The custom of 
sending duplicate copies of orders for 
work to tho auditor, together witli 
drafts for the payment of work per- 
formed, was in vogue in this depart- 
ment for many years prior to my ap- 
pointment. As no objection was ever 
expressed to me, I naturally had no 
reason to believe that it was not en- 
tirely satisfactory to every one con- 
cerned.

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BOSTON'S NEED OF 
WATERJMPHASIZED 

Bay State Delegation at 
Senate Hearing 

Atty Gen Warner Also Speaks for 
Swift River Project 

By CHARLES S. GROVES 
WASHINGTON, May 15— Before 
thf. Senate Committee on Commerce 
today a group of Ma.spacluisetis 
representatives empliasized the need 
of the dtversion of part of the waters 
of the Swift and Ware Rivers Into 
the reservoirs of the Boston Metro- 
politan district. The group included 
Senators Gillett and Walsh and Atty 

I Gen Joseph E. Warner. They op- 
posed what they characterized as a 
"barefaced attempt" by the State of, 
Connecticut to have Congress antici- 
pate a decision of the United States 
Supreme Court. 

The delegation specifically op- 
posed the Walcott amendment to 
the Connecticut River navigation 
item In the pending Rivers and Har- 
bors bill. Under this amendment 
the proposed Government expendi- 
ture of nearly |4,000,000 to provide 
a 12-foot channel from Hartford to 
Holyoke would operate to prevent 
any diversion of the waters o£ the 
Swift and Ware Rivers in Western 

I Massachusetts into the reservoirs of 

'Metropolitan Boston. 
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and say that the people of my state 
shall not havo an opportunity to drink 
pure, wnolepome watfr. I ^vn sure 
that v.'hon I prespnt It In that light 
I can at lea.st count on the assistance 
of the Rs-nator from Texas." 

Senator Sheppard smillnsly nodded 
as.sent. 

Trcaduaii Spokesman 

Another .spt-aker wa.s Congressman 
Tr tdway In behalf of the enMre Mas- 
sachiisott.s delegation in the House. 
Congres.smen Giajilield, Foss, Martin, 
Doug]a.s.s and McCorniack were pres- 
ent, and MoCormack offered a letter 
from Mayor Curley stressing the grave 
need of additional water for the Met- 
ropolitan District. 

The navigation issue was only 
ca.sually discussed at the hearing, as 
the Massachusetts officials were pri- 
marily concerned witli the water diver- 
sion. Congressman Tread\vay said that 
if the committee had a.ny doubts as 
to the feasibility of river navigation he 
wo Id be prepared to present argu- 
ments in that direction. Senator Mc- 
Nary of Oregon, who presided in the 
absence of .Senator Jolinson of Cali- 
fornia, indicated the committee was 
not Interested in the navigation side 
of the controversy. 

At thr close of the hearing Senator 
Walcott of Connecticut issued a state- 
ment admitting- that Connecticut is 
vigorously opposed to the navigation 
project. He asserted that with the 
advent of good roads and motor 
trucks, water transportation Is no 
longer neces.^ary for short hauls, and 
that bridges are much more Important 
to transportation and commerce. It 
the 12-t'oot channel is approved sub- 
stantial chHnges may be necessary Ir 
a dozen t)ri<lges across the river. Ever 
.Senator Gillett is on record as saying 
that the henetlts of the deep channe 
would be of dubious value if It wen 
necessary to equip ail bridges witl 
draws. 

Senator Walcott, hitting back at 
those who h;id criticised his amend 
nient as an interference with judicia 
pr^icesses, said tliat the navigatioi 
agitation at this time constituted thi 
s- o sort of Interference. He ar 
gued that Congress should take n< 
action on the navigability of tlie rivei 
until the courts have rendered a flna 
decision^ 



Master Still to Reporl 

Massachusetts has already won the 
right to divert Oiese waters, by two 
War Department decisions, and the 
Supreme Court has paid little attention 
to certain dilatory motions filed by 
Connecticut. Tlie whole case has final- 
ly been referred to a master, whoso 
report to the court Is anticipated in 
the near fut\irc. 

The Massachusetts witnesses today 
stressed the need of the Swift-Ware 
River project. Atty Gen Warner and 
his special deputy, Bently W. Warren, 
said that the Wachusett Reservoir, 
main source of supply of Boston, is 
now 22 feet below normal level, and 
the district would be in a "desperate 
plight" if Congress should take any 
action to hold up the constr\ic:tion work 
now in progress. Massachusetts luis 
already spent $10,000,000 on the pro- 
ject. 

Senator Walsh relieved the 8erio\is- 
ness of tlie hearing when be asserted 
that the Walcott amendment was "pro- 
hibition gone mad." Addressing Sena- 
tor Sheppard of Texas, author of the 
18th Amendment and a member of the 
committee, Walsh said: 

"I think Congress went far enough 
when It Nil id that we could not drink 
intoxicating liquor, but I ask the dig- 
tingulshed Scn.-itor from Texas not to 
carry this principle to the extreme.

CURLEY FIGHTS 
FOR WATER SUPPLY 

Writes to Senate Rapping 
River Diversion 

Mayor Kits Motive Back of Bill's 
AnTBndment 



Vigorous O"0osltion to the efforts of 
Senator Fredtrick C. Walcott to pre- 
vent the dlvarslon of water from the 
Connecticut River or its tributaries was 
expressed by Mayor Curley in a letter 
to the United States Senate yesterday. 

The obvious purpose of an amend- 
ment to a bill providing for the diver- 
sion, the Mayor wrote the Senate, "is tc 
prevent the city of E<oston from taking 
an absolutely essential supply of pure 
drinking; water from the Ware Hiver 
and the Swift River. tributarje.i of the 
Connecticut River, lying wholly with- 
in tihe Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 

"The population of Metropolitan Boi- 
ton is nearly 1,500.000, It is fast out- 
growing Its present water supply and 
unless an additional supply is obtained 
by 1931 from the Ware River, under 
construction now going forward, the 
citizens of *his community will be 
faced with a very severe water short- 
age. 

"It is my understanding that the 
appropriate oflicials of the War De- 
partment have passed upon the pro- 
posed Boston water supply diversion 
and that tihey have found that it will 
not adversely affect navigation upon 
the Connecticut River as it now exists. 
. "I understand that competent en- 
gineers believe that the projjosed di- 
version will have no adverse effect 
upon any suggested project for the 
improvement of navigation upon the 
Connecticut River. 

"In view of the fact that naviga- 
tion on the river will not be damaged, 
the attempt by the Senator from Con- 
necticut to obtain a Congressional 
prohibition of the diversion can be 
regarded only a selQsh attemtt on 
the part of the State of Connecticut 
to prevent the citizens of Boston from 
having a water supply which is es- 
sential to their health and prosperity.

Contrary to all precedent Ui traffic 
regulations of this city, Traffic Com- 
missioner Joseph A. Conry last night 
declared that trucking should be al- 
lowed fii-8t consideration in traffic, at 
the monthly meeting of the Foreign 
Commerce Chib of Boston, held in the 
Elks' Hotel last, night. 

"In order to develop the Port of 
Boston," said Mr Conry, "it should be 
the function of the City Government 
to lend all power to the development 
of the facilities of railroads and ves- 
sels, because upon the creation ot 
proper facilities will depend the 
growth of those steamships and rail- 
roads." 

"Passenger cars." he said, "a.ie 
mere incuUr.*- In the system ol 
trafRc." 

He implied further that tralTio routes

In speaking of the deficiency of 
Boston In this matter, he said that in 
1880 Boston created a comniission t.i 
study the problem of relieving of 
congestion on the two Charleslown 
bridges. Today there is 200 times as 
much auto traffic passing over those 
two bridges and the problem Is not 
yet solved, he said. 

With the proposed construction of a 
grain elevator and with other facilities 
being planned for the development of 
the port of this city, Mr Conry em- 
phasized the necessity of speeding up 
freight transportation tlirough the city.

An an instance the report cited the 
work at the municipal btillding. Oak 
and Tyler sts. This work, the report 
.-.tates, was finished before last Christ- 
mas hut the records were dated as ot 
January and Februngj' of this year. 

Chairman Goodwin pointed out thai 
the law recjulrlng the filing of con- 
tracts with the city clcik and the rule 
requiring their filing with the auditor 
liefiire the work is done were Intended 
as a protection against fraud and col- 
lusion. 

In charging that Supt Englert had 
mixed the records. Chairman Goodwin 
concluded with the statement that 
"B.v his persistent vioiaUons of the 
law, falsification of records and split- 
ting of contracts he has without doubt 
wasted tens of thousands of the tax- 
payers' money."

A 
niisAing order was for work at the 
Church street fire station, and on March 
17, inspection showed that the Job had 
been completed for many weeks but In 
April records were filed ."bowing tliat 
tile contract was let Feb. in and that 
the bill liore tlie date of March 24. 

C OMPEllTION MISSING 

Complaint Ls also made becau.se of the 
absence of any record.'; on March 10 
for work done in City Hall for which 
the bill bears Ihe date of March 1 and 
the conclusion is that "it is evident 
Ihat the records now submitted were 
made up and the price fixed after the 
work was done." 

Fakification or deliberate conceal-

HYDEPARKTENANTS 
HAVE WATER AGAIN 

Mayor Orders Prosecution of 
Delinquent T.andlady 



By direct order of Mayor Curley, 
who act>?d a.s .soon as the facts were 
called to his attention, water service 
R-a-i restored, yesterday afternoon, to 
Bbo-it 30 Hide Park families, numbering 
137 jjcrsouc, who had been deprived 
Df water since 'Wednesday. 

Prosecution of the aliaged delinquent 
Bwner of the properties, Eva Mentel- 
»ohJi of Brookline, was ordered by the 
mayor, and his Instructions were trans- 
mitted by tile water service of ths pub- 
lic works department to Health Com- 
nii.s.^ionPr Mahoney. 

The health officlaL'; as.sert that there 
Is legal authority which permits thorn 
tci charge property owners who lall to 
furnL«h water to tenants with creating 
» nuisanre. 

City records showed that the overdue 
bills for water furni.'ihed the Hyde Park 
tenements In 1928 and 1929 total more 
thaji $500. , 

In recent weeks payment has been 
forced of overdue waterbiils which have 
in one Instance been as high as $12,10. 
Property owners who have not paid 
water trills for as long a.s four years 
and who paid no attention to the de- 
mands of Collector George H. Jolinson 
marie quick settlement.s as soon as 
tliev learned that court action was im- 
mmen'. 

Mayor Curley ha.s commanded Col- 
lector Johruson to compel delinquent 
taxpayers to .«ettle the claims of the 
city and in the collection of overdue 
m'at/>r bills, the shutting ofl of water 
is ordered onlv niter all other methods 
of rompelhng payment have been ex- 
hausted. 

The mayor does not intend to cau.se 
any avoidable Inconvenience to tenants 
but he ha.s made it plain that pavment 
of bills cannot be avoided and among 
the delinquents who have learned c,f 
the non-ela,sUc jvillcy of collection nmv 
in vogue is one prominent political 
leader who paid overdue water bills of 
more than $250 a week ago.

Gonnecticut .Move Will Not 
luipede That 



Engineering progreEs on the citen- 
jion of Boston s water supply system 
te. the Ware River will not be impeded 
bv Connecticut's latest move to block 
the Metropolitan District, it watf said 
at the Water Supply Commistion office 
this morning. 

Chief F.ngineer Frank F. Wlnsor was 
in Washington yesterday to join the 
Massachusetts Attorney Ccneral's stalT 
in opposing before a Congre,««!onaI 
committee the Walcott amendment to 
the Navigation bill, which would pro- 
hibit alj diversion of watert from the 
Connecticut Valley drainage area. 

The amendment of the Connecticut 
Congressman l.s looked upon here as 
merely another gesture to empha:^ize 
the protest that Connecticut has al- 
ready lodged wdth the Supremo Court 
.igainst the tapping of the Ware and 
Swift Rivers by Boston. 

Decision by the Supreme Court !n 
the case is not expected until the Fa'.l 
bcsslon. for the master's report on the 
hearings held this Spring In Boston 
has yet to be made. 

The policy of tlie commlsfion since 
the begmning of the court proceeding.-) 
against the water project has been to 
I'lvide the undertaking Into two parts. 
The tunnel for the diversion of the- 
Ware River lia.s been pressed with all 
possible speed to meet the Immediate 
I niergency of an incTca.<iing water 
shortage "in the existing storages. 

The longer-time de\'e!opmfnt of new 
•storage in the more distant Swift 
River Valley has been permitted to 
vsit until the final decision of the 
court. 

The Ware River tunneling )s now In 
its final stage. Within a fortnight the 
last excavations will have been fin- 
ished. The process of lining the tun- 
nel, already started a( several head- 
ings, will then bo pushed from each 
of the eight shaft heads. This is a 
stage that will take eight to 10 
months. Meantime the diversion dam 
on the Ware Rivrr will be completed. 

By March. 1931, ttie flood v. atrrs of 
the Ware River can be drawn into the 
13-milc tunnel and carried under the 
center of the State ♦« the, big Wa- 
chusett Reservoir a.t Clinton. 

This Incrcnse jii the supply J.s 
counted on, with reasonable weather 
conditions, to make an adequate sup- 
plement to the Wachu."!ett Ktorage. If 
next Spring should be as dr" a.s this 
one. the Ware River'^ flood yield 
Avould be a disappointing addition to 
th.- supply. In such case the district 
authoritie."; would have reason to re- 
gret the delays that have postponed 
the resiiialion of tbe full development 
of the ,Swiff -Wa.re. water supply. 

The imtnediate concern of ■wafer 
supply engineers is with the low level 
of water in the Wachuseti-, storage. 
At a season when storages ai-e nor- 
mally overflowing. Wachasett atandp 
?0 feet below the full mark.

Eiqally the cit.v. in an attempt to collect, ordered the water shut 
off, but not until the tenants had been told about it and given 
opportunit.y to accuinuJate as much water as possible. In spite 
of this precaution, some of the 137 tenants ran short of water. 
Mayor Curley then (hi I exactly the right thing. He ordered 
the woman owner brought into court and the water turned on. 
It may be arguetl that the water S'hould not have been turned 
off at all. If that were so, some of these owners never would 
pay their water bill and it would fall on the rest of the la.\- 
payers. 

It might be well for the city law department to prepaip a 
booklet for public dir-tribution, outlining in clear language tlie 
ridifs and duties of tenants and landlords. Both are oft on 
siifTrrcrs from iii.justices for which they have reth-o,;.-:. \,y\. ihc 
■people kiiow their legal rights.

ILsted for the rest of the Curlev ad- 
ministration. 

The mayor said cement must be used 
instead of sand; crushed stone contrac- 
tors will not get two ticket.'; for one- 
load, as in the last four ypai-.<; grano- 
lithic sidewalks must be laid to last 
more than two years, and street paving 
mus the laid in accordance with every 
specification. 

SETS RATE OF PAY

They will act 
independently and each group will sub- 
mit to the mavor a list of five streets 
in each ward, which should bo recom- 
mended this vear. 

The condition of the street .surface 
and the character and density of the 
traffic which the streets carry will be 
the only factors which the inspection 
groups 'will recognize in making their 
recommendations. 

"I want to be fair to every ward,' said 
the m;ivor today. "I aim to have some 
real paving done this year and I feel 
that there can be no criticism of the 
i.Kihry which I have decided to pursue. 
N,. i.ne can object to reconstructing the 
..irrfts which need attention immedi- 
ately." , ^ „ . 

CouncUmen have been talking ol 
holding up the street paving loan 
orders until they forced the disclosure 
of a definite program which would 
specify the streets to" be attended to 
this year. . 

The mayor's plan docs not gu'e the 
councilmen any authority to selfj^t the 
streets which will be paved In their 
wards.

Senator John F. Buckley of Boston 
maintained that it would be perfectly 
legitimate for the members of the Bos- 
ton couiidi to iiuiep.se their own sal- 
aries and anyway lie was oppo.sed to 
Bending It to the voters because the ex- 
pfn.se involved would be more than the 
$11,000 the increa.scs would cost for the 
first ye,ir.

IT la only a tiny plcre of unoccupied 
land but It is a breathing place in 
the crowded North End which would 
ifford much happiness to mothers -ind 
children It acquired by the city of a 
playground. If you wish to inspect it 
you will -have the assistance of two 
Hundred or more children who are so 
mxious to interest -Mayor Curley in the 
project that they suspect every visitor 
s an emissary from City Hall, and lose 
no opportunity to tell their story. 

Tho North End lias so few tracts of 
and wheri> children may fi.-ithcr for 
their sames that every new suf;),'estion 
is hailed with hopefulness.

Nothinpr has been done about it, 
and naturally the land has remained un- 
improved. Across the street the North 
End beach beckons to the children, but 
it Is entirely taboo by mothers who fe.ar 
to allow their little children to cross tlie 
heavily traveled Conmiercial street. 

One hundi-ed children of the nelRhbor- 
hood have signed a petition asklnsr the 
aid of Mayor Curley In providing them 
with .'I playground and they are anxious 
to see him and present their appeal in 
person.

If there are any cood rea- 
sons why Boston should not he permitted this small item of home 
rule, they have iiot been bared to the public. Whatever excuse 
the Legislature may have had in the past for u.mrpinc thi? rittht 
belonging naturally and inherently to the city authorities, it long 
■iince has disappeared. 

Certainly, in the light of recent happenings in the police de- 
partment, taking the appointing power away from the city and 
giving it to the Governor and his council has not brousrht abnnt 
any miraculous results, 

The police head should be appointed by the duly authorized 
chief executive, or governing group of the city, and should be di- 
rectly responsible to them and to the people of Boston. They 
know what they need and want from the police department far 
better than do legislators and councillors from remote sections

WASHINGTON, May 17 <A. P.)—; 
The report of the special master of j 
the Snprpme Court in the controyer- j 
sy between tVonnecticuf and Massa-j 
chusetts over the diverHion of water 
from tributaries or the Connecticut 
River, for use in tlie metropolitaTi 
district ai Boston, Rubniitted today, 
was in favor of Massachtisetts. 

Reports to Supreme Court 

Charles W, .Bum!, of St £\<iul, Mir^n, 
the f^pecial master, today fon>;-»rded to 
the Supreme Court his report, cover- 
ing his findings, re^ioramondations, 
and form of decree. 

He would have tho court dismiss 
the complaint filed by Connecticut »nd 
would have Massachusetts pay $80.- 
000 to the owners, should a dam. be 
constructed near King's I.-^land on the 
Conreotlcut and 50,000 horsepower be 
developed. He estimated that, should 
the power project which had been ati- 
thorlied by the Federal power com- 
mission bo carried out, it would be 
damaged to that extent by the diver- 
sion which Massachusetts pioposei". 

Connecticut sought to prevent Mas- 
sachusetts from tailing a water .supply 
from the Ware and Swifl rivers, tribu- 
taries of the Connecticut. 

Won't Affect Navigation 

Asaertlnjt that Connecticut hfid no 
right to object to the diversion unless 
damaged by it, the .special master 
declared the proposed diversion would 
not Injtir* or interfere with navigation 
an th* OeMBMBtlcut River. 

While the diversion might work 
some Injury to hay lands in Connecti- 
cut, which were dependent upon over- 
fio-ws of tho river, this damage, he 
stated, would he Ineonsequential. j

FKOM MAYOR crRLEIT 

To the Kdiior of The Herald: 

The editorial appearing in the Saf- 
urday. May 17. edition of The Koston 
Herald, refers to the meeting of depart- 
ment head.s. As set forth in the meet- 
ing, municipal administration, in Am- 
, erica at least, is far from being an exact 
science. The ctistom of changing de- 
partment head.s when an administra- 
tion changes Is perhaps. In some 
measure, responsible for this condition 
but the real reason is identical with 
that of men in the professions. After 
a man ha.s passed the neces.sary re- 
quirements for admission to the prac- 
tice of law or medicine, in the majoruy 
of cases he ceases study and research 
and complains when later in life he 
finds that he is but mediocre or worse 
in the mafL; of ability and earning 
capacity, and what Ls true of the pro- 
le.s^sions Is equally true of the depart- 
ment head.s. 

. In the ca.se of department head.s. un- 
fortunately, tli?y become what might 
properly be termed "leaners" and de- 
pend invariably upon the recommenda- 
tions and advice of the chief clerks of 
the departments of which they are the 
heads as to the meihod of procedure 
f-,)r the conduct of departmental activi- 
ties. It Is no pa.sy task to break men 
out of this deep rut which, through 
usage, has become the established pro- 
cedure and yet il is nece.s.sary that they 
be broken out of this rut if worth- 
|while progress Ls ever possible. I do 
not anticipaie that it be possible for 
me to do it during the next four years 
but If I can make a .substantial be- 
ginning and my successor, whoever he 
mav be. will build upon that beginning, 
there is a possibility that ultimately the 
;ame rules and the .same procedure that 
insure success in business may be found 
to be the proper course in the admin- 
istration of mtinicipal affairs.

"I am desirous that you make a 
study of the correspondence that has 
passed between the Finance Commis- 
sion and the superintendent of pub- 
lic buildings and report to me as to 
the compliance or noncompliance with 
the provisions of the statutes and sub- 
mit the same to me at your earliest 
convenience."

[ TERCENTENARY 

Former Mayor Fitzgerald 
Urges Support of All 

With the statement of roimer Mayor 
John F. Fitzgei-a]d, chairnian nf the 
city of Boston Tercentenary organiza- 
tion that the First National Banlt of 
Boston hod agreed to start the pub- 
blic subBcrlption for a $300,000 fund, 
and that many well known business 
men and fnianciers stood ready to aia 
the executive committee it was voted 
at yesterday's session to indorse tho 
project and to authorize chairman 
Fitzgerald to appoint a finance com- 
mittee. 

"I am convinced" said Mr Fitz- 
gerald, " that the time Is now ripe to 
ask the public to contribute the neces- 
sary money for the greatest celebra- 
tion ill Boston's history. We cannot 
carry out our plan.s without the ^300,- 
000 proposed and the sooner wo arc B.i- 
Bured of Ibisj money, the more tatia- 
factory will lip the HrrHn>;rmcnts. E;v- i 
erybody In Boston should be willing li 
contribute but of course wo depe/id 
upon the business Interest.^ generally. 
There has been .■iome criticism becau.ie 
We have not gone after tlip money be-- 
fore, but people should understand ihat 
the demands for various drives coupled 
with the latest appeal for the NasJum 
nary." 

I'he former Mayor declared that the 
publicity Massachusetts' plans have ' 
had throughout the country has been 
mo.st fortunate. Boston has awakened 
at last to the fact, he said, that real 
energy and intelligence are being ex- 
erted for a worthy observance of the 
300th anniversary of the settlement of 
Massacluisetts and he said he was con- ' 
vinci'd that the public had conlidenco ! 
u^ Mayor Curley's committee and \ 
would eagerly watch for further de- ■ 
vclopments in the program. 

Reference whs made bv Mr Fitz- 
gerald to the solicitation of advertise- 
ments for a Boston book, which had 
come to his attention.

The city of PilffhuiK has had In con- 
templation II charter which e.'stabllshf-l 
a consolidated city and county of Pitt;-- 
burg In place of the county of Alle- 
gheny, and the proposed charter pre- 
served the corporate personality of the 
municipal divlslon.s subject to the fed- 
erated plan. .The original plan pre- 
sented a tolerably clear separation of 
local and consolidated fund ions and 
merlt5 careful examination for the hint 
it may give Boston. 

There was a iirnvislon which wotild 
give the greater city the right to a.s- 
se.s3 property, levy taxes and impose 
special assessments for greater city 
purposes which were defined. The fed- 
erated munioipalities were to retain so 
much of their old power as did not con- 
flict with the plan. 

The greater city was to make and ad- 
minisler health regulations, while the 
municiiial divisions were invited to 
draft their own which must be con- 
sistent. The greater city with the con- 
sent of the people of a municipal divi- 
sion might assume full control of health 
administration therein. 

With Local Control 

Full control wrs given the greater city 
over family welfare and city planning, 
hut a municipal division might m.-ike 
nnd enforce a harmonlo'u- plan. If tiiei 
division did net adopt a plan for di- 
^ Iding it." domain Into business and 
residential rones the greater city might 
do so. 

The municipal divisions were to re- 
tain control of city and town police 
administration, but the greater city by 
consent of the smaller might aastime 
police control. Fire departments were 
left in local control under greater city 
standards which also applied to fire 
prevention. Street cleaning and local 
traffic wa.s local, but thronirh traffic 
was administered by the greater citv. 
Questions affecting public utilities couid 
be handled hy the greater cItv with the 
consent of the smaller.

George Robert White, a citizen de- 
voted to his city, paid the highest 
taxes of any man in Boston while alive. 
Wlien his will was filed on Feb, 2, 1922, 
it was foimd that this unobtrasive man 
had left his city a large sum of money, 
figured a.'! high as $7,000,000, to be 
used for creating "works of public utili- 
ty and beauty for the use and enjoy- 
ment of the inhabitants of Boston." 

In leaving the money, Mr. White 

specified that none of the money should 
he u.-ied for religious, educational or 
political purpase.i. and suggested tliat 
part be used to build an aquarium and 
a publir forum. One clause In his will 
.'■ct aside $,'i0.noo for a piece of art 
to be placed on Boston Common and 
inscribed to his memory. 

Under the will, the money was en- 
trusted to five trustees, the mayor of 
Boston, the citv auditor and the' presi- 
dent of the city council, the president 
of the chHmbcr of commerce and the 
president of the Bo,ston Bar As.'.ocia- 
llon. Once « year they were to have 
published a rnmplete report of the re- 
ceipts, disbursements and investments 
of the fimd. which became known as the 
George Robert Wliite fund. 

When George E. Phelan of Concord 
had accepted the ofler of manager of 
the fund presented to him by Mayor 
Curley it wa.s proposed by the mayor 
that the money be u.sed to build healtJi 
units in the congested hicks of the 
city. "For God's .'.akc let's get under 
tliese people and lift them up," Mayor 
Curley is reported to ha\e told Phelan 
when asked why health units were 
needed. 

Accordingly, the first health unit was 
opened in the North end, and others 
in South Baston, East Boston and thi^ 
"v"'e£t end with additional units pl.mned 
for Charlesi.uivii. Dnrrhe.sler and Rox- 
bui'y. Mr. Whit<^ insisted in his will 
that none of the income be used in 
provide buildings that the city In the 
ordinary course of events v;ould be 
called upon t" build.

SCHOOL BOARD SESSIONS 

There .seems to be ."lometh.jng attractive In 
the proposal, now unfortunately renewed, to 
conduct all the busine.<;s of the .school commit- 
tee In open session. As many persons flqiire it 
out, here is a body whicli spends many millinns, 
directs a large corps and affects profoundly the 
upcoming generation. Is there anything to con- 
ceal, anything which cannot stand the light of 
publicity, anything which the parents of chil- 
dren are not entitled to know? Candidates for 
the board ask the,>;e questions and promise that 
their first effort after election will be to re- 
establish the old practice of open covenants, 
ofenly arrived al. 

Once seated and acquainted with the actual 
functioning of the hoard, these men begin to 
have a little doubt of their infallibility. After 
the third or fourth meeting their enthirsiasm 
for the .scheme has already oozed away. The 
board does lt,>: business in the immemorial and 
correct way, and the question lies dormant. 
Then the prm'e.ss is repeated. We had open 
se.s.sions for a while during the recent chair- 
manship of Francis C. Gray, and once again 
the members who had advocated such rnutine 
before election changed their views. 

The old committee of twenty-five, which is 
often said to have acted only in open session, 
actually did business In the same style a.s th"- 
later smaller boards. There was only a super- 
ficial difference. The larger body had sub-com- 
mittees which weighed problems privately, eamr- 
to conclusions deliberaiely and reported duly 
to the full board. Probably 90 jjer cent, of all 
busine.<;s was thus transacted. The present 
board has no sub-committees. It Is its own sub- 
committee. It acts only as a unit. It quietly 
weighs problems, large and small, personal and 
imper.sonal. like the sub-committees of the 
older, larger board, or like a legislative com- 
mittee; and to require the present board of five 
to do effectlN'e work of administration In ci\-^\\ 
session would be as imreasonable a.s to compel 
a legislative committee to hold its meetings 
only in public. Further, the school board is a 
purely administrative body. To expect candid, 
sincere consideration of the merits of touch- 
and-go questions while an administrative board 
sits only in the glare of publicity \% to expect 
.something which men of experience in politics 
and In business know is unattainable. 

Few per.sons can resist the temptation to 
.speak to and for the galleries when certain sub- 
jects arise: and the proportion of young men 
who can overcome the impul.';e is extremely 
•;mall. Members of our school board would give 
way to this human frailty. Thanks to the .sound 
conduct of the P. R. A., and to the .strong char- 
acter and ability of most of the school com- 
mittee chairmen, our ."schools and .school boards 
are now pretty well out of politics. Not the 
least .serious disadvantage of the .■^che.'me now 
propo.sed would he a tendency of the members, 
\specially the young and less experienced, to 
specialize in oratory rather than admini.stra- 
'ive routine, and lo gn-e a political atmosphere 
o proceedings. 

We have no douht 'liat i( ilie hoard finally 
iecides to sit onlv m public, there will be a 
-hange of heart and mind within a few months 
Meanwhile, however, some slight damage may 
ne done. If Chairman Hurley and his associ- 
ates take coun.sel of the pa.st. we doubt that 
they will find any sentiment at all for the ex- 
periment.

Phelan Had Nothing to Do ■with 

Handling White Fund Cash 

Financial difficulties apparently had 
nothing to do with the suicide of 
George E. Phelan. man.iger of the 
George Robert White fund. 

In answer to rum.ors that there may 
be a shortage in the $7,000,000 fund, 
city officials pointed nut last night that 
Mr. Phelan managed the disposition of 
the income of the fund but had noth- 
ing to do with handling actual ca.sh. 

It was indicated that the bonds and 
Investments of the fund were handled 
by the office of City Treasurer E. L. 
Dolan and that the rents of the estate 
were collected by City Collector George 
H Johnson and turned over to the city 
tre:?s'u"P:''s office. 

Ci'y Auditor Rupert Carven last 
ni,':;ht was shocked at news of the sui- 
cide, and praised Mr. Phelan's business 
sagacity. He .'^aid an audit of the fund 
the first of the year showed it to be 
in excellent condition. 

Mayor Curley declared last night at 
his home in .Jamaicaway that he was 
profoundly shocked at the death of 
George E. Phelan. administrator of the 
George R. 'White health fund. 

"There Is no question in my mind." 
said Mayor Curley, "but his death was 
an accident. His inlimate associates 
sav that he had been enjoying good 
health and there apparently was ro 
reason why he should commit suicide. 

"As far as the finances of the White 
fimd are concerned they were handled 
crlirelv through the citv troasui-er and 
tile city auditor. Mr. Phelan himself 
only handled the so-called petty cash. 
There ■■"as absolutely no reason for him 
to take his life because of any financial 
, trouble. 

'I was talking to his secretary, Mr. 
Driscoll, this evening and he mformcd 
me that Mr. Phelan was fer'ling in thr> 
best of spirits and that he had set out 
to enjoy himself today. Dr. Driscoll .said 
that Mr. Phelan apparently was sun- 
ning himself on the rocks when he 
slipped into the water and was un- 
able to get ashore. 

"It is my firm conviction that the 
tragic affair was an accident. I be- 
lieve that Mr. Ph?lan, as Mr. Driscoll 
says, slipped off the rocks which arc 
very treacherous down around Nahant. 
"Mr. Pnelan. in my opinion, was 
much too bright to commit suicide. He 
was In good health and apparently suf- 
fering from no trouble of any sort. To 
me it looks like a trarjic accident, uii- 
I avnidahle and very regrettable. 
I Herbert Parker, president of the Bos- 
ton Bar As.'iocialion and hy virtue of 
that nfrice one of five tni.stees of the 
■White fund, was shocked wlien informed 
of Mr. Phelan's suicide. 

"I am astounded," said Mr. Parker 
at his Lancaster home. "He was one 
of the most cheerful men I have ever 
met and the last I would think of tak- 
ing his own life. I cannot conceive 
of anything but .serloivi ilines.i that 
would cause him to do what he did."

When he and Mr Phelan reached the 
I^dge estate.

Fernando said that he suggested to 
Mr Phelan that they return to the

managed to get a grip on some of his 
clottling but he was too strong and 
pulled away from me and went over 
the cliff."

best known real estate men in Bost'ui 
—a man of imposing physique and per- 
scnaiity. He ivas about six feet thi'ee 
inches tall and athletic in appearance 
land a good golf player. He was H ;en- 
ial. hearty type who made friends rl?:ht 
and left, and whose judgment on r.^al 
estate matters was regarded very 
highly eNen hy experts. 

He was especially expert in the 
matter of rentals in office properties 
in the heart of the cit>'. He supervised 
the construction of the Little Building 
with the late John Mason Little, and 
from that he was engaged to look 
after the White Fund, with its man.v 
leal estate investments, by the City 
of Boston. 

George E. Phelan ivas born in Cam- 
bridge in AS71. There he was educated 
and lived until he was 21. when his 
family moved to Concord, wher; they 
lived a few years, and moved to 
i.oiigwood. After Ifi years In the latter 
pliKe the family inoved back to Con- 
'ord. Al.viut five years ago Mr Plielan

When about 17 years old George 
"helan w-nt to work in the roal est.'te 
ifficc of Charles K, Cutting. There he

He remained 
with the Coltings 28 \ears and became 
known to all the members of the Rea;

THE ZO^ilNG BFA ISION 

The recent decision ot the board of zoning 
ad.iustuient respecting bviilding heights on cer- 
tain parts of Beacon and Joy slreeUs changes the 
cla.s.sification of an L-.shaped area on Beacon 
hill from a business district to a residential dis- 
trict, A larRP area of ad,iaccnt territory bounded 
on two sides by the sections of Beacon and Joy 
streets afTected by this order has been hrretn- 
fore classed as residential. The higher alti- 
ludes which were allowed for building.? on those 
two streets under the former cla.ssification might 
in time have resulted in solid blocks of hittl' 
buildings along those fronts and a L-onspquentiy 
.= iibmrrged character for the residential region 
bounded by them. The recent decision provides 
for the same height for these bounding streets a.- 
for the area beh.ind them. 

The result Ls a uniform residential district 
bounded by Beacon street from Charles street tn 
the Slate Hou.se grounds on one side, by Joy 
street from Beacon to a point about mid'way 
between Pinckney and Myrtle streets, arid 
thence by a line Jiom that point down the hiU 
to Charles street. The result is a large rect- 
angle all of who,se buildings will be restricted 
henceforth to a height of 65 feet, whereas 80 
feet has oeen the limit under the former classi- 
fication for Beacon and Joy streets, a height 
which under certain conditions could be in- 
creased to 100 feet. A few buildings already 
erected are omitted from the restriction, as the 
structure at the corner of Beacon and Charles 
streets. The Beacon street restriction comes 
across Joy street, it will be noted, and does not 
Interfere with the Unitarian House adjacent to 
the State House lawn. 

The district affected embraces those por- 
tions of "the HIU " wliich are most treasiirrd by 
lovers of old Boston. Louisburg .sqtiare, Mt 
Vernon, Chestnut and Pinckney streets were in 
the former residential district. Now Beacon 
and Joy are included under the same restric- 
tions. 

The zoning authorities are not allowed t<i 
base their decisions on aesthetic considerations 
They exercise a police power which contem- 
plates such matters as light, air and general liv- 
ing conditions. But the public nevertheless will 
think of the decision with reference to the 
preservation of the charm of a region whici 
presents today what doubtless is the most chai' 
acteriftlc perspective of r>n.=ton. We are to 
pre.serve "the Hill" with the State House dome 
as its ai>ex. This may be one of the unusual 
cases in which a region that had begun to 
change its character is returned to its orij; 
inal a.succt.

Fight Not Local 

I Today every municipality hi the 
greater city is engaged in an effort of 
some degree of intensity to secure a 
favorable advantage, frequentlv at the 
expense of Its neighbors, while the 
State continues to clothe its boards and 
I commissions with muni<'ipal powers 
that a united municipal unit can and 
ought to assunie. The sovereign pow- 
er of the State to Intervene in municipal 
operations is an old principle which has 
worked best when siiaringly exercised. 
It inust, of course, be exercised when 
thei,> is a lack of common interest. 

The fight that Boston ought to make 
for supremacy does not properlv run 
between her political divisions, biit be- 
iHeen her metropolitan i-ity and com- 
peting nelglibors In other States. If 
you doubl this, tittend some hearing be- 
fore the Interstate I'otnmerce I'ommis- 
slon or the Shipping Hoard and watch 
the New Vork, Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia organizations. 

An Unequal Burden 

While ahsenci. ,,f p,.litl.al unity 
diverts metropolitan city activity to- 
wards the State, it is, of course, true 
that here and there a city or town Is 
forced to do and pay for work which 
ought to fall oiiually upon the whole 
uiiil. The building and maintenance of 
connecting hiidges is in point. So are 
inuLuai nrn agreements to respond tc 
alarms adjaceni but outside. 

There is .i l.irgcr aspect to the ques- 
tion. The coriiorate city of Boston l! 
the centre of business and socla 
activities of a city double her size 
Wherever this centre expands it wil 
be nei-essary for Boston or soine othei 
I <'ity to do some municipal flnancins 
upon a metroiiolltan basis.

j FERNANDO'S STORY

his small car after he had shaved his 
ma.ster and the two drove to the Lodge 
estat^e. H~ declared he warned Phelan 
several times when he approached too 
clo.se to the edge of the cliff oti Eastern 
point. 

"When I told him it was time to go 
home for a massagp treatment he took 
off the heavy coat he was wearing, and 
his cap. laid tlicm on the ground and 
suddenly Jumped off the 35-foot cliff. ] 
.scrambled down after him." 

Fernando said Phelan struck the half- 
submerged rocks head first. He related 
how he tried t'o hold Phelan above 
water as he shouted for lielj). 

Mrs. Johnson heard the cries and 
telephoned polite and the Nahant coast 
guard. Both men were dragged to high 
ground. 

Medical Examiner Breed found that 
Phelan died of a broken leg, cuts on his 
head and other injuries, and not from 
drowning.

Mr. Crooker, in raisins the .luestion, 
said the ruliim- made by Corporation 
( ounsel S.iniu.l Silverman to the effect 
that the pension was valid without the 
approval of Mayor Curlcy *l>ecause Police 
Commissioner Kueene C. Hultinan had 
siRued the application, was incorrect and 
that the mayor's san.'tion Is still required 
before Captain Patterson can legally be 
said to be pensioned.

The liiijokline senator pointed out also 
that the bill provides for an examination 
of the pension applicant by a Iward of 
three doctors rather than by a single 
physician and .Mr. Ilultman said he 
thought this was desirable. 

Attorney General Warner was asked 
to advise the committee after a discus- 
sion arose over another section of the 
bill providing that during the ten-day 
period of investigation, the commk'.-iloner 
might prefer charges agaln.st the man 
seeking retirement. 

Mr, Ilultman pointed out that under 
this provision the commissioner would 
he in the position of accuser, preferring 
the charges, .and then sit back as a Judge 
to hear them before passing on the olTi- 
( er's ease. The commissioner explained, 
however, that he would not want to see 
the .section amended in such a way that 
the "whole, wide world ' would be invited 
to prefer charges, leaving the officers 
open to the possibility of blai-kmail. 

Mr. Warner said he preferred to have 
the bill remain as printed, with the police 
commissioner making the charge.^. It 
was suggested likewise that the words 
"Commi.ssioner. or others now author- 
ize<l to do so" might be added in connec- 
ticm with the filing of charges. 

.Mr. Crooker, In his statement to the 
committee, contended that under the pres- 
ent situation, the law provides specifl- 
callv that the approval of the mayor of 
Boston must be obtained when a police- 
man Is pensioned. Discussing the Pat- 
terson pension in particular, he said he 
had not come to the meeting to argue 
the findings of Attorney General Warner 
concerning Patter.son. 

"It is agree4 that no charges were 
pending," ilr. Crooker said, "but the 
coipoiatloti counsel ruled that the 
mayor's .approval was unneces.sary. Ap- 
proval of the mayor is specifically on the 
statute books, I am not criticizing the 
police commissioner, but any error in 
tills connection was on the part of the 
corporation coun.sel. There is not the 
slightest doubt but that the approval of 
the mayor wa« necessary for the legality 
of the Patterson pension." 

.^fter the hearing. Commissioner Hult- 
man called on Governor Allen In the p.v- 
ecutive chamber and remained iibout 
fifteen minutes. When he came out the 
governor told newspaper men: 

"We were Just discussing the new taxi- 
cab bill. 1 .sent for .Mr. Ilultman. There 
was nothing else discussed." 

The taxicah bill to which the governor 
referred provides for regulation of cabs, 
under supervision and control of the 
police commissioner, with a limitation as 
to the number alIowp<| on the streets of 
the cltv and other rules and regulations.

Kiplin.e'a i'envni echoes the city's sorrow in the passing: of 
the manaRer of the George Robert White Fund, a man of sterlmc 
worth and a public servant of tremendous value. 

More than that it best typifies his philosophy on this earth. 
and for that reason, perhaps, was his favorite poem and will, 
at his own request, be read tomorrow at hi,? funeral. 

In the establishment of the Boston Health Units, Mr. Pbelan 
achieved a great work that will stand as the most fitting monu- 
ment to his memory. It was his last picture, that required eipht 
years in the painting. In its accomplishment he has earned his 

rest. 

Kipling sketched a. hereafter which was typical of George 

E Phelan's life: 
And only the Master shall praise us. and only the 

Master shall blame. 
And no one shall work for money, and no one shall 

work for fame, 
But each for the joy of working and each in his separate 

star 
Shall draw the thing as he sees it, for the God of things 
as they arc. 
"For the God of things as they are," Mr. Phelan drew as he 
saw during this life— siow to blame, seeking no praise, oblivious 
to fame and finding his keenest joy in friends and his work. 

When, eight years ago, Mayor Curley selected him to man 
age the $7,000,000 White Fund and put that tremendou.s wealth 
to best use in the city's service, he could have made no wiser 
selection. 

Under Mr. Phelan's direction, Boston pioneered in municipal 
health work, both preventive and correctional. The units 
established placed Boston in the front rank of the world's cities; 
they have been responsible, in large degree, for the good health 
of Boston school children and the entire city's fine record. 

Mr. Phelan was the very soul of honor in all his dealings, 
public and private. His friends were legion and personal service 
to them was one of his greatest delights. 

The almost universal sorrow in his death may be tempered 
by the knowledge that in life he gave his best in the public serv- 
ice, making little children healthier and happier children, mak- 
ing Boston a better place in which to live.
